Washington, Dec. 30.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, has replied in an open 
latter to Secretary Gage’s recent letter 
taking exceptions to the resolutions 
passed by the federation with refer­ 
ence to the Gage financial bill.

Gompers says in part: 
“You take exception to the position 
which our organization has taken upon 
your bill, as well as to the language 
employed. I submit that you will seek 
In vain for a single denunciatory word 
either in regard to your motives, your 
pian, or your bill. 
We realize that 
denunciation is not argument, but to 
declare our position and the statement 
of a fact in regard to a most import­ 
ant and far-reaching measure, affecting 
and changing the financial system of 
our country, can by no means be con­ 
strued as denunciation. 
“Those resolutions declare 
against 
your plan for more thoroughly com­ 
m itting our country to the gold stan­ 
dard, a plan for destroying our green­ 
back currency and substituting bank 
notes, a plan, in fact, for weakening 
the control of the national government 
over that most important of all meas­ 
ures, 
the 
measure 
of values, 
and 
strengthening the banks; a plan, aim- 


to be desirable. 
Why? Would it not 
give the banks the power to regulate 
our foreign exchanges, the power to 
check gold exports by contraction and 
by screwing down accommodation to 
merchants so as to force them to throw 
their products on the market at prices 
at which our foreign creditors would 
rather take such products than our 
gold? 
Would it not thus relieve the 
treasury of the burden of providing 
for gold redemptions, and make the 
banks supreme?

I 
answ er th at the evils are those that 
have grown and ever m ust grow from 
a dishonest m easure of values, a m eas­ 
ure of values that interferes with the 
ju st distribution of wealth, th at de­ 
prives some men of a part of their 
earnings th at is rightly theirs and con­ 
fers it upon others who have earned 
It not. 
Any measure of values 
that 
thus forces an unjust distribution o ?' 
the products of labor, that deprives the 
producers of the fruits of their toil, 
cuts down wages and profits, thereby 
destroys the incentive to enterprise, 
leads 
to industrial 
stagnation, 
en­ 
forced idleness, 
distress, 
and public 
suffering. 
“The products of labor are divided 
into three general shares. 
One share 
goes as Interest and rents to the money 
lender and landlord, to capitalists who 
do not productively use their own cap­ 
ital, who seek to avoid the risks of 
production. 
A second share goes as 
profits to em ployers; a third share goes 
as wages to wage earners. 
The inter­ 
est charges and rents are to a great de­ 
gree fixed, and profits and wages are 
subject to great fluctuations. This be­ 
ing so, it is clear that anything th at 
reduces the total money value of the 
products of labor must increase the 
share of the money lender and cred­ 
itor, though nom inally fixed, and de­ 
crease the share to be divided among 
employers and wage 
earners. 
It 
is 
equally clear th at to increase the value 
of money m ust decrease the value of 
the products of labor, and therefore en­ 
rich the creditor at the expense of th* 
debtor. 
“ Now, if our adherence to the gold 
standard has caused money 
to 
grow 
dearer, you m ust adm it that the gold 
standard has done injury to our peo­ 
ple. brought distress to wage earners 
and employers, and discouraged enter­ 
prise. Our adherence to the gold stand­ 
ard has caused money to grow in val­ 
ue, and, of course, forced the things 
measured in money to fall in price. 
“However, it is not 
alone 
to 
the 
,'heapening of the labor cost of produc­ 
tion, but also to an actual appreciation 
of gold, th at the fall in prices since 
1872 has been in great part due. 
And 
this appreciation has grown out of the 
dem onetization of silver, which has in­ 
creased the dem ands for gold. 
“Changes in the value of money have 
largely influenced 
the 
movement of 
prices during the last half century, and 
were great factors in the price move­ 
ments during one long period. During 
the quarter of a century following the 
gold discoveries in California there was 
much progress in the line of invention, 
much introduction of labor-saving m a­ 
chinery, much cheapening in the labor 
* cost of production. 
This on your the­ 
ory should have caused steadily falling 
prices. But what happened? The out­ 
pourings of gold cheapened gold to a 
greater degree than commodities were 
cheapened, and the result

NEWS OF A DAV ABOUT TOWN 


FORMER JANESVILLE WOMAN 
IS HONORED. 


She Is Now the President of the btate 
Association—Professor Mayne Had 
Been Prominently Mentioned For 
That Position, But Withdrew in 
Miss Swart’s Favor. 
Miss Rose Swart, of 
Oshkosh, for­ 
merly a teacher i i toe Janesville 
schools, was last i r<>'ht elected presi­ 
dent of the State Teachers Association 
which is now in session at Milwaukee. 
Prof. D. D. Mayne, cf this city, also 
received several votes, although he 
had decreed to be a candidate, having 
Withdrawn in Miss 8 wart’s favor. 
Miss Swart will be toe first woman 
to occupy the president’s chair of this 
organization.

Two

of Milwaukee and Supt. D. D. Mayne 
cf Janesville, received respectively 38 
and 47 votes, against 147 for Miss 
Swart. 
The other officers and mem­ 
bers of the Executive committee were 
all recommended by 
nominating com­ 
mittee and were elected by the associ­ 
ation unanimously. 
Supt. David Throne, of Afton, was 
chosen as a member of the executive 
committee. 
Miss Swart is a native of Pennsyl­ 
vania, but came to Wisconsin with 
her parents when a child, locating at 
Racine. 
The first 
teaching 
Miss 
Swart ever did was ; t a little c obs 
roads school in that county. 
After­ 
ward she taught 
in 
the 
graded 
schools at Elkhorn, 
Janesville and 
Madison. 
While teaching at Madison 
she was offered the position at the 
Oshkosh normal. 
There 
she first 
taught in the primary department, 
but for the last thirteen years she 
had charge of the practice work at the 
normal. Miss sw art is a great favor­ 
ite with Wisconsin teachers. 
Last 
year she came within a very few votes 
of being elected president of the asso­ 
ciation. This year her friends started 
in time, and as soon as it was an­ 
nounced her name will be presented 
for the office teachers from all over 
the Btate flecked to ber standard. 
Professor Cheever of the Milwaukee 
normal, whose name had been men­ 
tioned, let it be known that he would 
net be a candidate against Miss Swart, 
and Professor Mayne, when he arrived 
in Milwaukee and fjund that he was 
slated as a candidate, would not bear 
of such a thiog so long as Miss Swart 
was in the field.

B. J. DALY WAS ON TH E TRAIN 


F o rm er J a n esv ille M an H as an E xcitin g
